fur-fabric coats tend to hold a consid- 
erable quantity. In the cold drying, 
solvent was evaporated into the air 
and lost. The drying operation usually 
took an hour or so to complete one 
load of coats. Since recovery tumblers 
were installed, drving cabinets have 
been eliminated for furlike coats 

By eliminating the drving cabinets 
and running the garments in a cold 
tumbler the plant is able to save about 
3 gallons of solvent on every 60-pound 
load during the busy season This 
amounts to a saving of about $120 a > geno 
month. Not only does this lower costs 
but the appearance and feel of the fin- 


ished garments have been the source 
of many compliments from. satisfied 
customers 


Garments are returned to the cus- 


tomer on wooden hangers without 


a paper or polyethylene bag. Tissue 
paper Is placed ove! the shoulders ot 
light colored garments. Bags have a 


tendency to put pressure on the shoul 


ders and sleeves, causing matting, said 7

Prices for men’s suits begin at $3 
and a charge of $3.50 is made for 
men’s silk suits, gabardines and cash- 
meres. Sport coats, trousers and sport 
shirts bring $1.50. Dresses are priced 
according to the new garment’s cost, 
plus labor, which starts them at $3.50 
Blankets, hand-carded and with the 
bindings hand-ironed, are $3.50.

QUALITY CONTROL, wash-and- 
wear and plastic bags were some of 
the topics highlighted at the 42nd an- 
nual convention of the West Virginia 
Launderers and Dry Cleaners Associa-

Everett Brink, manager, production 
and engineering department, Ameri-

He suggested that management 
should formalize its standards basing 
its decisions on surveys of the public's 
need and wants 

Once the standards have been 
established, the next step is to make 
sure they are maintained. Mr. Brink 
favored pt riodic spot checks he re 
rather than 100 percent inspection 

William L. Browne, director of pub- 
lic relations, National Institute of Drv- 
cleaning, pointed out that while the 
wash-and-wear trend was still grow- 
ing, more consumers are aware of the 
fact that many of the claims made for 
it are exaggerated. “Unfortunate 
said Mr. Browne, “less than half of the 
public knows that  wash-and-weat 
items can be drycleaned.” By empha- 
sizing this fact in advertising and pro 
motion, he believed. cleaners could 
use wash-and-wear to build their sum 
mer volume 

Turning to the current problem of 
plastic bags. Mr Browne believed that 
giving them up was the wrong ap- 
proac h for the industry to use He felt 
safer bags could and would be de 
veloped ind urged those atte nding to 
use every means to educate the public 
is to their present pote ntial dange !

QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 


Redeposition on White Silk 


We have been unable to remove the yellow streaks under the 
arms of this white dress and by bleaching produced more yellow 
streaks. Could you tell us where the fault lies? —R. C., Texas 


This condition underneath the arms is no doubt due to the 
action of perspiration on the fabric. The other streaked 
areas appear to have been spotted since in some instances 
they are circular and surround a stain, It may be that this 
garment was spotted and while it was still wet placed in 
the charged drycleaning washer. Such procedure, although 
accepted practice, is still a risky operation on whites in case 
the solvent condition is not good, or the humidity factor 
very high, or both. There is a good possibility that this dis- 
colored condition is due to a redeposition of soil and dye- 
stuff 

I would suggest that this garment be placed to soak in 
a bath of water to which a synthetic detergent has been 
added. Soak it for several hours or even overnight, Then, 
because the fabric is pure silk, it would be advisable to 
bleach it in a bath of sodium perborate bleach for several 
hours. This procedure is an attempt to soak out any soil 
that has been deposited and to then bleach out anv color

Probable Abrasion 


Can you explain what has caused the holes in this blue felt 
skirt?—T. H., North Carolina 


After examination under ultraviolet light and chemical 
tests I am of the opnnon that the holes have been caused 
by an abrasion of some type. There was no evidence to 
indicate any chemical or insect damage 

The fact that the holes are almost identical in shape and 
size would also tend to rule out chemical or insect damage 
The holes are in a straight line, indicating something may 
have run over the fabric. Unfortunately, it is impossible to 


determine exactly how damage of this kind occurs 


Wetclean Cotton Dress 


We removed the cherry soda stains from this white cotton 
dress and now the customer does not like the way it looks. Your 
suggestions will be much appreciated.—A. M. P., New Jersey 


Some vellowing appears to have occurred in the area 
that was spotted in removal of the cherry soda stains. If the 
spotted area was allowed to hang wet for a period of time, 
or was exposed to heat, this could have resulted from an oxi- 
dation of sizing. Or the garment might have picked up 
color from the solvent system if placed in the drycleaning 
washer when still wet in the spotted area 

Probably the best suggestion is to wetclean the dress as 
it is made of cotton and shrinkage should not be any prob- 
lem. Test the green-and-yvellow print first with ammonia be- 
fore using any alkaline soap 

Merely brushing the dress out with a neutral synthetic 
detergent mav be sufficient to clear the condition. If neces- 
sary, the dress could be soaked out in the detergent-and 
water bath before brushing out. If stains or dve still remain 
I would bleach the garment slightly with sodium perborate 
Then sizing, blowing dry and finishing should certainly im 
prove the appearance considerably

Complaints are few and far be- 
tween, but thev are the kind that 
would drive an average drvcleanet 
out of his mind.
